U major legislation passed by the 
General Assembly and that which 
failed to receive approval during 
the Jan. 6-June 14 session enacted: 
►A $300,000,000 bond issue to 
finance veterans’ bonuses to a $400 
maximum, subject to approval of 
voters in the November election. 
►A state subsidy of $86,000,000 
annually for the public school sys­ 
tem with a proviso that "6 per cent 
of the $27,000,000 over 1946 financ­ 
ing be used to increase teachers’ 
salaries and hire additional instruc­ 
tors. 
►A law to regulate strip mining, 
requiring operators to spend up to

►A law regulating labor unions 
hy prohibiting secondary boycotts,
